La- 
bor is dirt cheap m the Celestial Empire, 
arid all that is now wanting is lailroad fa 
cHities, and these they dro now construct 
ing. 
They are not raising the finer quail 


ties of cotton in China, but it is_ because 
they have never tried 
Their mode of cul 


ture is rough and imperfect, but then ch 
mate and soil is superioi, and whenevei the 
experiment 13 made, it will be found that 
they can prodnce the finest iabnca in the 
world. Already the English are grovving 
cotton of a superior quality in Australia, 
and they have commenced its culture in 
Algeria. Several of. the islands that never 
before have produced cotton, have recently 
engaged inits culture with success. "King 
cotton," so far as America is concerned, has 
to corne clown from the thjOtie, and " King 
Corn " and Duke Hog, of the border states" 
is to reign. The cotton states, theiefore, 
instead of becoming independent, will be 
come-the most dependent andhelpless prov 
ihces'in the civilized world.'' The backing 
and bolstering they had they ha\e deprived 
themselves of, and they are out at sea, sail 
ing under sepaiate flags, which can neither 
command respect at home or rbroad —
